The Asia/Pacific Cultural Centre for UNESCO (ACCU) is a non-profit organization for Asia and the Pacific regional 
activities in line with the principles of UNESCO, working for the promotion of mutual understanding and cultural 
cooperation among peoples in the region. 

ACCU was established in April 1971 in Tokyo through joint efforts of both public and private sectors in Japan. In 
July 1971 the resources and activities of the Tokyo Book Development Centre (TBDC), which had since its 
establishment in March 1969 been engaged actively in book development in Asia, were transferred to ACCU. 

ACCU has since been implementing various regional cooperative programmes in the fields of culture, education and 
personnel exchange in close collaboration with UNESCO and its Member States in Asia and the Pacific.

ACCU holds regional meetings and regional/national workshops 
to provide Asian and the Pacific cultural personnel with 
Opportunities to enrich their experience in the field and build up 
their capacity. Between 1993 and 2001, ACCU sent experts to 
national training workshops for the personnel in charge of 
documentation and promotion of traditional performing arts held in 
5 countries, 


In March 2002, ACCU and UNESCO jointly organized a regional 
workshop to promote the UNESCO programme called 
"Proclamation of Masterpieces of the Oral and Intangible Heritage 
of Humanity." It was a forum to understand the system and the 
idea of the programme and to discuss possibilities of its effective 
use to revitalize oral and intangible heritage in general. In early 
2004, another regional meeting was held to follow up the previous 
workshop, as well as to promote the Convention for the 
Safeguarding of the Intangible Cultural Heritage, adopted at the 
UNESCO General Conference in 2003. In December 2004, a 
regional workshop on inventory making was held in Tokyo.

The 2004 Workshop on Inventory-making for Intangible Cultural Heritage 
Management was held with 14 participants from 12 countries and 6 Resource 
Persons and a UNESCO representative. 


The initial objective was to share the situation of national/local ICH inventories 
in participating countries, to identify the challenges involved, and to establish 
some model steps for inventory-making, which could be adopted universally. 
During the course of the Workshop, however, the approach to the Workshop 
conclusion shifted, due to its sheer difficulty. Ultimately, the experience and 
ideas contributed by the participants were put together in "Recommended 
Approaches to Inventory-making and Some Examples of inventory-making 
Programmes and Methodologies," which should serve as a good foundation for 
future programmes in the field. 


The group visited the city of Chichibu to experience a concrete example of 
Japanese ICH: they witnessed some aspects of "Festival float events and 
Kagura of Chichibu Festival" (designated as an Important Intangible Folk 
Cultural Property by the Japanese government) and met its practitioners. The 


practitioners and the city officials gave them a very warm welcome.

activities at grassroots level in Asia. As the first stage, a national workshop on the protection of the 


intellectual property rights was held in Vietnam on March 2005, and is also planned in some other 
countries in the next few years. 


Itis an important issue to protect the rights of those who express their own cultures, to encourage cultural and artistic activities. They : 
are able to make these rights a priority within the cultural policies of Asian countries, which are now being involved in rapid | 


globalization. Intellectual properties, including copyrights, must be shared as cultural products by all mankind and are, as a source of 
intellectual activity, essential for the cultural development of each country. 


ACCU started a new programme on copyright promotion in 2004 under the auspices of Bunkacho (Agency of Cultural Affairs in 
Japan), so as to promote better understanding of copyright and to eradicate unauthorized exploitation of intellectual property in the 
region. A basic introductory textbook for learners "Asian Copyright Handbook" was published in English and Japanese. 


ACCU, for the effective dissemination of the handbook, holds national workshops to draft national versions with adaptation to suit 


learning needs and local situations, in two or three countries every year. The outcome of this programme will be utilized for the 
safeguarding of intangible cultural heritage as well as for a joint programme in the region.

Purpose | to provide high quality books at low prices for children in Asia and the Pacific in order to promote 
sharing of cultural values and mutual understanding in the region. 


Action | ACCU, in cooperation with experts from UNESCO Member States, plans, edits and publishes a 
master/prototype English version, with manuscripts and illustrations prepared by respective 
countries. 


Outcome | Under the Asian/Pacific Copublication Programme (ACP), ACCU has published 29 titles 
(master/prototype), in 42 countries which are now being widely enjoyed by children. Starting with an 
anthology of folktales, games and plays for children, an ecology series of "TREES", "WATER", "THE 
SUN", and "THE EARTH" has recently been promoted for environmental education. "MEET MY 
FRIENDS!" is the 29th book, and commemorates the UN International Year for the Culture of Peace 
(2000). The 30th title is on Intangible Cultural Heritage and is to be released in 2005. We also 
provide positive films or financial assistance for the production and distribution of vernacular 
versions.

ACCU and the Translation Institute, Bureau of Academic Affairs and 
Educational Standards, Ministry of Education, Thailand co-organized the First 
Working Session for Drafting Guidelines of the 30th ACP Title in Bangkok. 


The main objectives of the session were to determine the production 
guidelines and an editorial policy for the book, and to decide on its basic 
structure and draft contents. The participants were professionals such as an 


editor, an art designer and an anthropologist. 


Many experts involved in safeguarding ICH activities in Asia and the Pacific 

express their concerns that young people are not interested in their own traditional cultures and there is an urgent need to raise 
awareness among them. Good materials to encourage transmission of the expression from one generation to the next need to be 
provided. The aim is to provide countries with a visually-edited, quality book on ICH to inform the young generation about the wealth 
of their traditional performing arts and other ICH. It is also to get children and young people interested in ICH, in the form of both the 
UNESCO Masterpieces and cultural expressions/spaces in their own country. 

By the end of the Session the participants had made concrete proposals on the format, target, and structure of the book.

This time, the Grand Prize goes to "My Home" by Ms. Bolormaa Baasansuren 
(Mongolia). Her illustrations show some scenes from the everyday life of a 
Mongolian family and their domestic animals. Second Prizes were awarded to 
"God of Thunder" by Mr. Cen Long (China) and "the Race" by Mr. Salah Eldin 
Ibrahim Adam (Sudan). Grand Prix Winning Work from Mongolia 
Through this Concours, with generous cooperation from the Noma Book 
Development Fund, we aim to encourage new, aspiring artists who have few 
opportunities to publicise their works. In many countries, books for children are 
often direct translations of European and American stories and tales. 


Therefore, we consider it very important to support local artists in producing 


their own picture books, so that children will have more opportunity to be 


exposed to and appreciate their own culture and history and, eventually, 
diverse cultures around the world.

Therefore, numerous countries in Asia and t ific expect Japan to 
further promote international cooperation in cultural heritage protection, 
In order to respond to such requests for cooperation, the Cultural Heritage Protection 
Cooperation Office, Asia/Pacific Cultural Centre for UNESCO (ACCU Nara Office) was 
established in Nara on August 1999, with the cooperation of Japan's Agency for Cultural Affairs, the Nara 
Prefectural Government, and the Nara Municipal Government. 
To help promote cultural heritage protection activities mainly in the Asia-Pacific region, the ACCU Nara Office | 
conducting a wide range of programmes, maintaining partnerships with international organizations such as 
UNESCO and the International Center for the Study of the Preservation and Restoration of Cultural Property 


(ICCROM). 


Personnel 
Training 


Action | The ACCU Nara Office organizes training programmes for personnel working for the protection of 
cultural heritage. There are two types of training programmes, a group training course inviting 
trainees from countries in need, and a series of individual courses receiving one or two trainees at a 
time for a longer duration. 
Outcome | The training course was held for participants from 13 countries on October 2004, providing them with 


learning opportunities on methodologies of research and investigation, and methods and principles of 
preservation of archaeological sites and historical places. For individual training courses, ACCU 
invited three trainees from China and Micronesia for 5-6 weeks. 


The training course focused on archaeological sites and their associated 
features, architectural remains, and artifacts as its primary subject material, 
and consisted of a series of lectures and practical training. To begin with, the 
trainees learned about the world history of cultural heritage protection, from 
charters and agreements which have been operating in various countries. 
Later in the course, they studied actual methods of investigation, record and 
analysis of archaeological sites. Then, they completed the course with group 
discussions, Issues were abstracted in small group discussions and brought 


into the main discussion session for deeper analysis. 


In the practical training session, following a lecture on how to differentiate The Pollen Analysis Session 
animal bones from fish bones, trainees examined actual excavated materials. Very detailed replicas of human bones were also used 
to practice sorting them out from other kinds of bones. In pollen analysis, a lecturer explained each step of the pollen extraction 
process, and then trainees opened three flowers, extracted pollen grains and observed them through microscopes. 


One of the interesting aspects of the training course was that most of the participants were making full use of digital cameras. As 


usual, they took many pictures of the practical training, and even the Power Point presentation. 
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International Conferences 


Action | The ACCU Nara Office holds international conferences offering opportunities to share and exchange 
information in this field among specialists worldwide. 


Outcome | The international conference of a newly listed World Heritage "Kii Mountain Range" was held. "The 
Safeguarding of Tangible and Intangible Cultural Heritage: Towards an Integrated Approach" was 
also held with cooperation of the Bunkacho and UNESCO and researchers and experts from 22 
countries participated. 


The conference was planned to mark the occasion of the 40th anniversary of 
the Venice Charter in 1964, and of the 10th Anniversary of the Nara 
Conference on Authenticity in 1994, under the current UNESCO's new 
initiative in the field of intangible cultural heritage, adoption of the Convention 
on Safeguarding of ICH in 2003. This conference aimed to find out possible 


:pproaches to safeguarding tangible and intangible cultural heritage.

Jutcome | PALM is highly appreciated by material developers and trainers, and local versions of the 


Handbook and Literacy Clip Art have been developed by many countries in the region. 


The expert meeting was convened by ACCU, in cooperation with the Japanese National Commission for UNESCO. 11 NFE experts 
from 8 countries in the Region, 2 UNESCO representatives and Japanese experts attended the Meeting. It aimed at designing and 
planning a new phase of the AJP programme to better meet the needs of the Region. Based on the findings from a questionnaire 
survey and on-site survey on AJP material development which were conducted in 2004, the past activities of AJP Programmes were 
reviewed by the participants. 


Then, the new phase of the AJP Programme was discussed and "AJP Best Practice Series" was proposed to introduce "good exemplar 
i materials" in terms of process, contents, presentation and usage, selected from the materials which are in use and have proven effective 
in Asia and Pacific countries.

Outcome | ACCU has implemented 20 regional workshops, the participants in each of which have conducted 


follow-up workshops in their respective countries. In 2005, sub-regional workshop is organised in the 
Philippines on the subject of life skill education programmes which are to achieve one of the six 


Dakar Goals for EFA. 


The National Workshop was co-organized by ACCU and Northern Region Non- 
formal Education Centre (NRNFEC), the Office of Non-formal Education 
Commission (ONFEC), Ministry of Education of Thailand. This workshop aimed 
to enhance the capacity of Thai NFE personnel to apply animation in materials 
development and utilization for NFE through training for more effective NFE 


programmes. 


In the workshop, the participants watched sample animation materials for

teaching literacy and gender issues. Together with the information about the 4 n 


basic steps to make animation, they tried to make simple animations using easy-to-use software. In a group work session, they tested 
lesson plans in a village of Ban Samkha near Lampang. In the field test, it was found that adult learners were also much interested in 


learning with animation materials. These activities provided the fundamental knowledge and experiences to start producing and utilizing 


animation for NFE. 


Literacy Resource Centres for Girls and Women (LRC)

Teachers and students of the ASP member schools in China, Korea, Japan, Teachers and Students of 5 Countries 
Philippines and Thailand attended the ASPnet Asian Programme 2004 held in Osaka, Japan, in July 2004. At one of the member 
schools, the School Culture Festival Day was set as the date of exchange, so that all the students at the host school could contribute 
naturally to activities promoting mutual understanding. The student council planned and played a leading role in various intercultural 


exchange activities. Participants enjoyed dramas performed by Japanese students, and they seemed to emphasize with the 


students, despite the differences among countries and cultures. 


Other activities in mutual understanding, cultural exchange and environmental education during the programme included Reuse- 
Recycle activities using real garbage from the school festival, learning diverse verbal expressions of the five countries, and 


observation and actual experience of club activities.
